The discussion on this rose at 
one stage to the point that if Japanese 
and Chinese were to be shut out from 
citizenship, Canada might have to 
build up an army and navy to protect 
this principle. 

Resolutions were ‘passed demand- 
{ng that the federal government ese- 
cure an adequate supply of newsprint 
for the western papers at prices in 
keeping with those in tthe east; that 
the duty on livestock into Canada be 
suspended for a year to permit of 
building up of herds; that unsettled 
portions of the west be thrown open 
for grazing leases to British settlers, 
endoreing the appointment of a fed- 
eral government purchasing commis- 
sion and expressing disapproval of 
railway corporations getting exclus- 
ive rights to construct ra way lines in 
any portion of the west unless an ade- 
quate service is being rendered,

Attempting to Tax War Wealth; 
’ Budget Proposals Are Under Fire 


Member for Brome Declares That 
Forty-five Dollar Suit Is Not 


a Luxury Now 
HIGHLY ORITICAL 


Says Protection as a Policy Is 
Dead—After Next Election 
Will Be Damned 


OTTAWA, May 19.—Debate on the 
budget hell the house during the af- 
ternoon and evening sittings of today 
and will ‘be continued for another 
week or 60, Mainly, it followed tra- 
ditional lines, with the customary 
arguments on the respective merits 
of free trade and protection. General- 
ly, the trend favored moderate pro- 
tection, although A. EB. McMaster, Lt>- 
eral member of Brome, thought the 
Protective tariff an evil thing. ‘'Pro- 
tection,’ he declared, ‘‘as a policy for 
the country is dead After next elec- 
tion it will be damned.” 

Mr. \McMastet was thighly critical 
of the budget proposals. Why had 
there been no attempt to tax war 
wealth? It was all very well to talk 
of taxing luxuries; but a forty-five 
dollar sult was not a luxury at pres- 
ent prices, The “black-coated prole- 
triat’ would be the worst hit. 

As (Mr. McMaster was speaking on 
the Juxuries tax, progress in the de- 
bate was interrupted ‘by an amusing 
Incident. The point was whether Iux- 
ury tax g the United States was pald 
on the whole purchase price (as in 
Canada) or on the price in excess of 
the exempition limit. 

Bet Col Currie New Hat. 

Mr. McMaster claimed that the 
United States charged on tthe excess 
price. Warmly Col. J. A. Currie disa- 
greed. Immediately there were cries 

that Mr. McMaster was right. Then 

one member offered ‘to bet Col Currie 
& new hat that he could buy a hat In 
the United States without paying tax 
on the whole orice. 


But the sporting offer went unace- |, 


cepted. The epeaker shanply called 
the housg to order and Mr. McMast- 
er proceeded with this speech, 

Hon. C. C, Ballantyne, minister of 
marine, who followed, twitted ithe op- 
position with having divided views on 
the tariff. As or himeelf, he jbellev- 
ed in moderate protection. “And #0 
dco the government and the party to 
which I have the honor to ibelong.” 

He felt sure that the Canadian 
people would not brook interferénce 
with the country’s fiscal policy. 

Luxury taxes found a suoprter in

sheviki terms, owlng to the superiority 
of the Bolshivk! and the same night

Neuriy 5,000 of these 
Cossacks are reported by Moscow to be in 
open revolt, and there ts every likelihood 
that all of them will Join the Bolsheviki 
now that the latter have appeared in Per- 
sia.”

ters that come within his depart- 
ment, even when such matters are 
brought to the attention of the city 
commissioners by way of complaint 
from taxpayers, has reached the 
Stage of front page publicity in the 
papers, and ito gay the least, the 
defiance or explanation of the medi- 
cal health officer is pecular, 


The mayor then descrbes what took 
place on receiving the complaint from 
Mr. Murray, and the health officer 
informed him that, he intended to 
bring the matter ibefore the city board 
of health.

of age: these are the outstanding feat- 


ures of the Vital Statistics annual re- | 


port just compiled by the provincial 
reg strar Donal Mackie. 

The populatton of the province ie 
estimated at 590,000 and the birth rate 

‘ per thousand at 23.95 and the deaths 
ot 9.33 per thousand inhab'tants. For 
every death there ‘were 2.56 births 
a with the exception of last year 
when the influenza @o materially in- 
«reased the death rate, the rate of 
births for the mumber of deaths has 
been about 3.25. 
Infantilo Mortality Increases. 

Infantile mortal.ty is still increas- 
ing, states Mr: Mackie, the deaths of 
eh idren under one year numbering 
1.560 the rate perthousand, births for 
the past year being 110.8 against 
107.1 for 1918 amd 87.3 for 1917. A 
perusal of the tables ehows that a 
large percentage of these children 
died from preventable diseases and 
causes which couid be avoided, if the 
parents (possessed more knowledge of 
the thygiene of infancy. In the death 
rate for infants under one year the 
h_ghest rate goes to the constituency 
of Redoliffe with 269 2 per thousand 
and Grouard comes next with 214.9 
and the Lethbridge district shows 
214.5 to the thousand, 

The actual number of deaths umdier 
one year were 852 males and 708 fe- 


tnales. While there is always a bigger | 


percentage of males born each year, 


tore of them die off during the first | 


year, and 1919 was no exception to 

unig rule.

Sus, which wns very prevalent during 
August and September caused 257 
deaths, an increase of 59 over the 
previous year. Sieep.ng sioknesa a 
practically new disease to the prov- 
ince, was the cause of 8 deaths dur- 
ing 1019. 

There were only 5 deaths from 
small pox; only 14 cages were reported 
as caused by syphil's; 147 persons died 
of old age; 91 women ded of chi.d- 
birth and 59 deaths were due to mal- 
formations. 

Firearms and Poison. 

Firearms and hanging seemed to be 
the most popular modes of commit- 
ting suicide, while poison came next. 
‘There were 45 deaths from drowning

died as a result of wounds received in 
the war. 5

For under one year 
Edmonton hed 209 deaths and Cal- 
gary, 184; between the ages of one and 
four, Hdmonton had 56 and Calgary

Calgary's 65. From seventy and up 
Calgary also (had more deaths, From 
tuberclosis, Bdmonion had 35 deaths 
and Calgary 34, while from influenza, 
Oaigary had only 43 deaths as com- 
pared with 169 in Edmonton.

any previous year with, the’ excep- 
; ton of 1918. With regand to the rac- 
fal origin of-the children, last year's 
Lreport stated that after the war, the 
‘number of children born of British 
parents. would probably increase. 
This year’s figures bear out this as 
although there ia a small decrease in 
the number of chiidren born of Can- 
adian and United States parents and 
a larger decrease in those of foreign 
|parentage, the number of those of 
| British parentage is exactly the same 
as the previous year viz: 3,003.

This Is Statement of Minister of 
Labor, Says Winnipeg:

Winnipeg, May 19.-—-Speaking at a 


meeting of the Trades and Labor

Instructions For Levying Have Been Sent to Tax Collectors Through- 
out Dominion—Purpose of Taxes Said to Be Two-Fold— 
More Revenue and Prevention of Extravagance
